1. All property is sold “as is” and neither the Galleries nor its Consignor makes 
‘any warranties or representations of any kind or nature with respect to the prop- 
erty, and in no event shall they be responsible for the correctness of description, 
genuineness, authorship, attribution, provenience or condition of the property and 
no statement in the catalogue or made at the sale or elsewhere shall be deemed such 
a warranty or representation or an assumption of liability. 

However, printed books which prove upon collation to be defective in text or 
illustration (provided such defects are not mentioned in the sale catalogue) may be 
returned by the purchaser, and the sale set aside, provided they are received back 
within fourteen days after the conclusion of the sale. The return of books will not 
‘be accepted on account of damage to binding, stains, foxing, marginal wormholes, 
lack of blank leaves or other conditions not affecting the completeness of the text, 
‘nor on account of lack of list of plates, inserted advertisements, cancels or any 
‘subsequently published volume, supplement, appendix or plates, nor (provided the 
‘book be perfect) on account of an error in the enumeration of the plates. Untitled 
books in lots, autograph letters, manuscripts and drawings are sold “as is” and are 
‘not subject to return for any reason. In case of dispute concerning collation or 
description, the Galleries’ decision shall be final; and it reserves the right to submit 
‘the case, if appropriate, to a suitable arbitrator at its sole discretion. No imperfect 
book will be taken back, unless a note accompanies each book stating its imperfec- 
tions, with the number of the lot and the date at which it was purchased. 

2. The Galleries reserves the right to withdraw any property at any time before 
actual sale.

4, The Galleries reserves the right to reject a bid from any bidder. The highest 
bidder acknowledged by the auctioneer shall be the purchaser.

At the time of writing, Burke had broken with Fox and his party over the French Revolu- 
tion, Dundas had just been appointed Home Secretary, and Fitzwilliam had become 
an Old Whig (anti-Revolutionary). 


Burke opens with mention of the copy of Fitzwilliam’s letter, which contains cautious 
expressions of political support, and discusses the fact that Fitzwilliam and the Duke of 
Portland have not yet broken with Fox. “If, indeed, I could prevail on myself to think our 
fate likely to be decided merely by what happens in England, I should perhaps not differ 
... But I can never leave France...out of the question.” He feels that the two years’ 
success of the Revolution has won it 700,000 supporters in England, and describes repub- 
lican sentiment in England as united for the first time in 150 years. He doubts the wisdom 
of domestic measures to suppress it, and suggests that diplomatic measures should be 
taken “to deprive mischievous factions of their foreign alliances.”
